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Man Is 
Jailed 
tar girl’s 
kidnap 


A TEENAGE girl was 
kidnapped from her home in 
Newmarket by her drunken 
boyfriend, a court has heard. 

The 17-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was 
dragged by her hair away from 
her home at Portland House on 
the evening of July 15 by Cairo 
Brown. 

On Monday, Brown, 21, was jailed for 
14 months at Ipswich Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to a charge of 
kidnapping. 

The court heard that the girl had

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been trying to “cool” her relationship 
with Brown when he unexpectedly 
appeared on her doorstep. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said that 
after pushing her onto a bed and 
attempting to climb on top of the girl, 
Brown had grabbed her by the hair as 
she tried to escape across a communal 
courtyard. 

The teenager had been shouting “Get 
off me, get off me” during the incident, 
said Mr Sadd, while a friend of the girl’s 
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Council teams merge 
in bid to save millions 


THE senior management of Forest 
Heath District Council and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
are to be merged.

Mr Burnip said: “The 
aspiration is to have 
some of the new senior 
management positions 
started by the end of 
March, but it will be a 
few months until a new chief executive is 
appointed. 

“Both councils need to save money and 
this process should make savings of 
around £2.3m across both councils after 
year one. At the same time it will enable us 
to carry on providing high-quality services

A NEW chief executive at Suffolk 
County Council will be helping the 
authority to save £50m over the next 
two years. 

Deborah Cadman has been appointed 
as the new boss, coming from a post as 
chief executive of the East of England 
Development Agency. 

She was also previously chief 
executive of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council for six years. 
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and it gives us a degree of resilience.” 

The councils first started exploring the 
idea of sharing services such as 
communications, HR and ICT when the 
Government stopped proposals for any 
form of unitary government in Suffolk in 
December 2009. 

The decision will also mean job losses as 
both management teams are scaled down 
into one. 

Mr Burnip added: 
“Inevitably, some jobs 
will be lost but it is 
impossible to say at 
this stage how many. 

“Neither authority 
has large teams of 
people but obviously in 
the face of having to 
make cuts to our 
resources, you get to a 
point where there is a 
question mark over which services people 
want. 

“This result has to be seen as a positive 
outcome. All local authorities are having to 
look at how to make savings and this 
action will protect frontline services for 
residents and so, from their perspective, it 
has to be good news.” 
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‘HEARTFELT’, ‘creativity’ and ‘support’ were 
among the words used by the people of 
Newmarket to sum up what hospice care 
means to them. 

Members of the St Nicholas Hospice Care 
team pounded the town’s streets earlier this 
month armed with pens, paper and a camera 
to ask to shoppers and market stallholders to 
describe hospice care in one word. 

Hannah Pepper, a marketing assistant, and

“Many people think Suffolk hospices only 
provide end-of-life care and are often 
surprised when they find out we also care for 
people of varying age ranges in their own 
homes, in day care and through counselling 
and family support.”

who was also present tried without 
success to intervene. 

Mr Sadd said that Brown had 
then grabbed the girl by the arm 
and attempted to drag her to a car 
which was being driven by one of 
his friends but she was able to 
escape with the help of her own 
friends who came to her aid. 

Part of the incident was 
recorded by CCTV cameras. 
Siobhan Kelly, defending, said that 
Brown, who was aged 20 at the 
time, had been drinking and had 
not planned to kidnap the girl. 

Miss Brown told the court that 
Brown, who had previously told 
the girl that he would be in 
London that day, had hoped to 
stay at her home. 


She said: “He recalls her being 
angry and in his drunken state 
wanted to go and see her and try 
to reconcile.” 

The entire incident lasted only 
five minutes and had not involved 
the 17-year-old being dragged very 
far against her will. Brown had 
been arrested at the scene for 
being drunk and disorderly and 
was only charged with kidnap 11 
days later when the full facts 
emerged. 

Brown, of Brantwood Road, 
Tottenham, seemed to “abandon 
reason” when he drank alcohol, 
said Miss Kelly 

She added: “On reflection he 
says he cannot believe what he 
did.” Miss Kelly said that the driver 
of the car had been a friend of 


Brown’s who had been “keeping 
an eye on him” during a night out 
and was not involved in the 
kidnapping. 

Brown’s family had been 
“distraught” when they heard he 
had been arrested and charged. 
Jailing Brown for 14 months, Judge 
John Devaux said he accepted that 
the kidnapping had not been pre¬ 
planned and did not take place 
over a protracted period of time 
but the involvement of alcohol 
was an aggravating feature. 

Judge Devaux told Brown: 
“Drinking, of course, is no excuse. 
It is an aggravating factor.” 

The 89 days which Brown has 
already spent in custody awaiting 
sentence will be deducted from 
the time he serves in prison. 
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New arrest in 
murder case 

A MAN from the 
Mildenhall area has 
been arrested on 
suspicion of assisting 
an offender in relation 
to the investigation into 
a double murder in 
Beck Row. 

The 41 -year-old was 
taken to a police 
investigation centre in 
Suffolk to await 
questioning. 

David Castell, 29, and 
Shane Hill, 20, both 
from Southend in 
Essex, were shot at 
Willow Park in Beck 
Row on the evening of 
Tuesday, March 15. 
Christopher Line, 28, of 
Willow Park, Beck Row, 
is due before Ipswich 
Crown Court on 
January 20 when he 
will be asked to enter 
pleas on two charges 
of murder. 

Two men aged 74 and 
39 were arrested on 
suspicion of 
conspiracy to commit 
murder and were 
released on police bail 
to return on January 
23.

The conditions made it 
impossible for him to 
continue and he was 
forced to retreat, but 
before seeking medical 
attention, provided the 
chief fire officer with a 
description of what he 
had seen inside. 

Judge Rupert Overbury 
awarded the officer with a 
certificate of comm¬ 
endation at a ceremony at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday. 

He said: “His actions 
exemplify the highest qualities 
of dedication and selfless 
bravery.”

Merged fire control 
centre in operation 



A NEW combined fire control 
covering Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk has gone into 
operation in Huntingdon for 
the first time. 

The control centre, at 
Hinchingbrooke, is the first of 
its kind in the UK and is 
designed to save Camb¬ 
ridgeshire about £400,000 a 
year. 

But the Fire Brigades Union 
remains sceptical that the 
scheme, which includes 
deploying fire engines in the 
two counties, will work. 
Buckinghamshire could also 
join the project and Kevin 
Napier, secretary of Camb¬ 
ridgeshire, said this could lead 
to a back-door establishment 
of the scrapped regional fire 
control plan. 

Mr Napier said: “Our main 
concern has been to achieve 
the best outcome we can for 
our members and we believe 
we have done that. Now we 
have turned to the technology 
and whether it is going to be 
reliable or effective. We are in 
the lap of the gods.” 

Mr Napier said one of the 
FBU’s concerns remained the 
loss of local knowledge for 
operators covering an area 
they were not familiar with 
and that Cambridgeshire 
would have to take on the 
maritime and nuclear power 
station role that Suffolk had.

He said the proposed 
further merger with Buck¬ 
inghamshire could be seen as 
a back-door way of achieving 
the collapsed regional control 
scheme which had cost 
£550m. 

Mr Napier said the union 
did hope that the combined 
control would work as 
planned: “I would rather be 
proved wrong because 
people’s lives and property are 
at risk.” 

A number of jobs were lost 
in Suffolk among staff who 
chose not to move to 
Huntingdon. Operators of the 
new combined control will be 
based at the fire and rescues 
service headquarters in 
Huntingdon and in addition 
to dealing with 999 calls in the 
two counties, they will deal 
with inquiries from members 
of the public. 

A spokesman for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
service said: “It offers a more 
resilient, cost-effective, but 
tried-and-tested mobilising 
system to the communities of 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
which has the further capacity 
to be enhanced in the future.” 

The combined control 
started taking Suffolk calls on 
Tuesday with the merger 
process taking place during 
the day and evening. 
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Sheltered home 
cuts spark fear 
from residents 


SHELTERED housing 
residents are unhappy 
over changes to levels of 
service which will mean 
less face-to-face contact. 

Concerns were raised by 
Flagship housing residents in 
Brandon, who stated that 
services had changed signif¬ 
icantly and were now inade- 
uate, and placing them at 
risk. 

The residents’ fears promp¬ 
ted a report from Forest 
Heath District Council which 
assessed the service and 
acknowledged that a reduc¬ 
tion in funding being 
available would result in 
changes now and in the 
future. 

However, they insisted: 
“There is no indication that 
the new approaches will not 
meet the needs of residents.” 

This is despite the money 
being paid to Flagship Hou¬ 
sing dropping from £9.80 per 
resident per week this year to 
an expected £6 per week from 
March next year.

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The report stated: “Prob¬ 
lems in running schemes 
emerged when demand for 
sheltered housing decreased 
due to a number of different 
factors.” 

One of the factors stated in 
the report was that residents 
moving into sheltered hou¬ 
sing tended to be older and 
frailer. 

This was exacerbated by 
increasing frailty among 
existing members, putting 
more pressure on services at 
the same time as they were 
becoming less affordable and 
more costly to operate. 

Providers have also been 
struggling to find ways of 
maintaining 24-hour onsite 
cover. 

Solutions to this have been 
to provide that level of 
support with a combination 
of non-residential wardens 
and central alarm systems. 


But the largest problem 
faced by sheltered housing 
schemes has been reduced 
funds. 

The overall grant paid to 
Suffolk County Council has 
fallen from £16.6m in 
2010/2011 to £11.8m this year 
- a reduction of 29 per cent. 

In response to the 
reduction, a reassessment of 
the priorities was undertaken 
and essentially sheltered 
housing services have now 
been classed as a lower 
priority, in relation to more 
acute services. 

The report said: “While 
services are being provided in 
a different method there is no 
indication that the new 
approaches will not meet the 
needs of residents. 

“The new service will 
clearly provide less face-to- 
face contact and satisfaction 
levels may have fallen as a 
result, but there is no 
indication that residents 
would be at any more risk as 
24-hour cover is provided.”

Bishop helps unveil a new 
look for historic primary 


NEW buildings belonging to one of the 
oldest primary schools in the country 
were officially opened by the bishop of 
Huntingdon. 

The Rt Rev David Thomson was the 
guest of honour at Burrough Green CE 
Primary School’s ceremony to mark the 
completion of the £2.8m project at the 
school near Newmarket. 

Head Keith Archer said: “We had 
about 200 people here, many people 
from the village and people who had 
come to the school in their youth.

Burrough Green’s listed building, 
which housed the old school, has been 
refurbished and now provides a music 
room and library to the playgroup. 

The rest of the school is completely 


new and includes a new hall, four 
classrooms, an administration block 
and kitchens. 

Mr Archer added: “It was a very big 
project for us - it took two years to 
complete. It’s fantastic, a lot of 
superlatives really, it’s warm and cosy, 
it’s dry, clean, it’s light and the acoustic 
is really good and we have got masses 
of space and we had none of those 
things really in the original building, so 
we are delighted.” 

In the next 12 months, the school will 
be working towards developing a 
museum and gallery space, which will 
feature items such as punishment 
books and registers from centuries past 
to teach people about the heritage of 
the school, which was founded in the 
early 1600s.

A GARDEN at a nursery is being 
named after a little boy killed in a 
car crash. 

Henry Blacklock, from Red Lodge, was 
just 3 when he died in the collision near 
Ashley a year ago last Sunday.

Mrs Millington said: “We just thought 
it would be a nice tribute to Henry 
because he was down to start in our 
nursery. 

“In the centre of the garden we are 
putting a miniature apple tree, a tree that 
won’t ever grow tall, because we will 
always remember Henry as being 3.” 

Henry’s mother, Clare Seager, will plant 
the apple tree in Henry’s Garden, a 
learning garden and play space of 
sensations, at the grand opening on 
November 10. 

The garden will feature a cave whose 
inside will resemble a planetarium filled 
with stars and beach huts which will 
double up as role-play areas; there will 
also be bug areas, woven willow tunnels 
and a woodland walk.

Sir, Bernard J Benson ('Quango 
wants to help with ‘theft’ of town’, 
Weekly News, October 20) need not 
panic yet that Newmarket will be 
hived out of Suffolk. 

The Boundary Commission is merely 
drawing lines for voting in 
Parliamentary elections. Apart from 
two specified exceptions in the Isle of 
Wight, all constituencies must have 
an electorate that is no smaller than 
72,810 and no larger than 80,473. 

The BC, therefore places its compass 
point on Lands End and circles 
populations around 75,000 all the 
way to John o’ Groats. Soon, 
however, it may be able to stop at 
Hadrian’s Wall. 

MPs’ responsibilities are more 
national and international. They can 
advise and assist on local and 
regional matters but heaven help 
them if they tread on councillors’ 
toes. 

For Newmarket to be plucked from 
Suffolk and Forest Heath into 
Cambridgeshire would require the 
will and support of both counties 
and districts. 

ECDC does, however, seem 
concerned that the new 
Constituency should be Ely & 
Newmarket, rather than vice versa. 
Well, lets concede that on an 
alphabetical basis. 

More imminent, however, is the 
possible merger of the managements 
of FHDC and St Edmundsbury, with 
projected annual savings of around 
£lm for each district. This would 
seem to be achieved by having one 
CEO instead of two, presumably two 
strategic directors instead of four 
and culling various other staff down 
the pyramid. One trusts, however, 
that it will not be considered 
necessary for the new CEO etc to be 
paid 50 per cent more than the old 
ones or require additional personal 
staff. 

Might this be a precursor to 
rationalisation of Suffolk County? 
Could we see West and East Suffolks 
with an independent Ipswich? 

Should Newmarket declare UDI? 
Watch this space!

Cllr Hood added: “When you come in 
to Newmarket from Cambridge you are 
greeted by the horse statue, which sets 
the scene of the town, but if you 
approach the High Street from Bury Road 
there isn’t anything like that.” 

Christopher Garibaldi, director at The 
National Horse Racing Museum, said: 
“The statue would make a significant 
contribution to the improvement of the 
public realm in Newmarket and would, in 
the proposed position on the 
roundabout, make an extremely fine 
addition to the approach to the High 
Street. 

“It would underline Newmarket’s royal 
status and would be an ideal project with 
which to celebrate the Jubilee - 
particularly as the Clock Tower itself 
celebrates Queen Victoria’s Jubilee.” 

Residents will be able to visit a display 
covering each of the proposed projects at 
Newmarket’s Memorial Hall during the 
week beginning November 7, where they 
will be able to have their say on which 
project should receive the funds.

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History's not 
a desk job... 


A NY parent (in fact pretty 
/\ much any human) will be 
1 X^aware of Horrible 
Histories, Terry Deary’s best¬ 
selling books about all those 
colourful characters from our 
past; the Slimy Stuarts, Terrible 
Tudors, Vile Victorians et al. 

And Terry pulls off the enviable feat of 
making history fun - not bad for someone 
who’s adamant that he’s not a historian. 

With their hugely successful mix of 
silly jokes, fascinating facts and general 
gruesomeness, the 50-odd titles have gone 
on to spawn a BAFTA-winning TV series, 
magazines, video games and stage shows, 
two of which - Awful Egyptians and 
Ruthless Romans - are still playing at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

So, he must be a barrel of laughs, right? 

He’s not. He’s a barrel of simmering 
rage; surprising, really, given that his 
books have sold more than 25 million 
copies worldwide, and he must be worth a 
bob or two. In fact that’s where we start: 
just why are the books so popular? 

“Because they aren’t history books, 
they’re books about the most fascinating 
subject in world - human beings. Why do 
people behave the way they do? You can 
never quite answer that, but history is a 
great way to explore the question,” says 
Terry. 

“Then the ultimate question is ‘why do 
I behave the way I do’? And when you’ve 


cracked that question you’re educated, 
even though it might take you a lifetime. 
Education doesn’t start and end at school 
- that’s why school’s a waste of time.” 

Really? “Absolutely! How many years 
do you spend in school, sitting at desks 
learning something which is of absolutely 
no use to you in your life at all? When you 
get to my age - I’m 65-1 wouldn’t mind 
those 15 years back, quite honestly. 

“And what did I learn at school? I 
learned the chemical formula for 
hydrogen sulphide, which is H2N. I spent 
hour after hour, first of all being taught it, 
then learning it, then revising it, then 
putting it down on exam papers, and it’s 
been no use to me at all. I want those 
hours back!” he shouts. 

“Education in this country - well it’s 
not education, it’s schooling; let’s not get 
the two mixed up - schooling in this 
country costs £80 billion every year. Give 
me £80 billion and I’ll come up with an 
answer!” 

Yikes! Now about the stage shows... 

Although Horrible Histories bears 
Terry’s name, he admits he leaves the fact¬ 
finding to others: “I’m not a historian, so 
researchers do it; my skill is in the re¬ 
telling,” he explains. 

“I’m a children’s author: apart from 
Horrible Histories I’ve got another 150 
books out there, and it’s because I’m not a 
historian the books are a success. A 
historian would say: ‘I know something: 
sit there, and I’ll tell you. Shut up’. I say: 
‘Cor, you’ll never guess what I found out 


- look at this! ’ Plus, being a children’s 
author, I have the right vocabulary and 
syntax to get it across in a non-threatening 
way, to such an extent that I have never 
been able to count the number of times 
parents have said ‘my child had never read 
a book until they picked up Horrible 
Histories, and now they’ve gone on to 
read lots of other books.’ 

“That’s another 
failing of schools 

- excuse my rant 
again - it’s well 
proven that boys 
like non-fiction, 
girls like fiction. But 
how do schools teach 
reading? Through 
fiction. And then they 
turn round and say 
‘boys don’t like 
reading’. Well 
EXCUSE ME, but boys 
would like reading if 
you gave them the books 
they wanted! It’s stating 
the bleeding obvious!”

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Spooky musical 
proves impressive 

REVIEW: Young NOMADS : The Dracula 
Spectacula, October 24-29, Kings Theatre 
Newmarket 

A SPOOKY musical is being staged this week at 
the Kings Theatre in Newmarket with Young 
NOMADS’s latest production in the form of The 
Dracula Spectacula. From the book by John 
Gardiner with music by Andrew Parr, Wallace 
Wareham has directed a bubbling modern 
extravaganza for the young performers, with 
universal and topical audience appeal, especially 
with Halloween lurking around the corner. 

The scenes take place in a classroom, on a big 
aeroplane, in an inn, in open countryside and in a 
nasty dungeon, and it’s amazing how well the 
scenery has been designed and used throughout, 
along with the effective use of the stage lighting. 
The immaculate Miss Nadia Naive and her pupils 
are grounded on a flight from Pennsylvania and 
touch down in Transylvania and you can imagine 
what follows as they are swung into riotous 
Transylvanian happenings with the irrepressible 
Count Dracula and his gruesome acolytes. 

Well, that is putting it simply. The reality is there 
is a cast of over 35 members, and with all the 
logistics of moving them all around seamlessly 
in the relative constrains of the theatre, the 
director is set quite a task. The whole of the 
auditorium is used at times, though this can be a 
bit hairy when some of the company are in fact 
zombies! 

With musical direction by Craig Sayers and 
Jonathan Lodge, and choreography in the hands 
of Jessica Clifford and Andy Thorpe, the show 
bounces along beautifully. 

Stefan Stavrakakis takes the role of the gruesome 
Count Dracula, with Gemma Hunt as Nadia Naive 
and Tom Bunting as Nick, sharing some great 
musical highlights. 

Other great performances come from Tom 
Stanford as the pilot, Max Hewitt and Rosmy 
Cesaro as Hans and Gretal, and the unforgettable 
Father O’Stake (Joshua Jenkins) with Rebecca 
Littlechild and Toby Mackrill as Countess Wraith 
and Genghis. 

It is a delight to see the whole company so 
enthusiastically enjoying the experience of 
working together and being totally involved in the 
whole thing. The make-up and costumes are 
fantastic under the direction of Wallace 
Wareham, who deserves the highest accolade for 
bringing this show together.

The future starts here 



ELECTRIC

ERASURE come to 
Cambridge next 
month, so The Guide 
caught up with Vince 
Clarke and Andy Bell. 

Your new album’s called 
Tomorrow’s World. Where did 
the title come from? 

Vince Clarke: We got the album 
title from the programme, 
Tomorrow s World, which started 
in the 1960s. I was a big fan of 
the show. 

Can you talk us through the 
writing / recording process for 
the new album? 

Andy Bell: Usually when we 
decide we’re going to do an 
album, it’s a year up front before 
the recording. Usually we write 
on the guitar or piano in the same 
room with a little cassette 
recorder or micro-recorder and 
Vince strums the chords and I'll 
sing the melody and we’ll just do 
loads and loads of ideas, then 
Vince takes them all away and 
edits them and makes them into 
songs. 

Tomorrow’s World is produced 
by Frankmusik. Why did you 
choose him? 

AB: We had some other 
producers mentioned, but when it 
came down to it, the fans really 
wanted Frankmusik and secretly, I 
wanted him as well, so... that’s 
what we got. 

VC: I think Frank’s sound is 
much more intense than ours. Our 
records in the past have tended to 
be quite minimal, but I think the 
music that he produces is almost 
a wall of sound. It's electronic, 


obviously, but it’s just really full- 
on and it’s very different from any 
record that we've made before. 

Are you happy with the end 
result of the album? 

AB: I feel really happy. I feel 
quite comfortable. I think it’s a 
whole other thing having to sing 
the thing live, because there are 
loads and loads of kind of 
Melodyne... created melodies, 
like autotune, which goes up 
really high - I’m not sure if I can 
get that high! 

How do you feel this album fits 
with your back catalogue? Is 
there any particular album that 
you compare it with? 

AB: I think this album goes in 


more with some of our obscure 
albums, like maybe Erasure from 
1995 and Loveboat, because it’s 
quite strange and maybe Chorus, 
mixed in together. 

What are your favourite songs 
on the album? 

VC: Fill Us With Fire is my 
favourite song. 

AB: I like Whole Lot of Love, 
because it’s just a bit twisted, 
really. That’s why I like it, 
because it’s screwed up. 

Are you looking forward to 
taking the new songs out and 
playing them live? 

VC: Yeah, we’re looking forward 
to taking the new songs out. 
We've been playing live now for 


six weeks and in our old set it was 
a lot of B sides and very old 
tracks, so it should be nice to put 
some new songs in there. 
Hopefully, if the reaction is the 
same as it has been for Save Me , 
then people won’t be asking for 
their money back at the end of the 
show, which is always good! 

Are you planning a big 
production for the Tomorrow’s 
World shows? 

VC: It’s kind of based on a 
destroyed city of the future. That’s 
the vibe. So it’s kind of like the 
future, but it's all very grim and 
miserable - so hopefully we’ll 
lighten it up with some of our 
happy tunes! 

Every time you go out on tour, 
obviously there is an 
expectation of some of the songs 
you have to perform. Is it 
difficult to refresh the set each 
time you go out? 

AB: I think it’s quite hard to think 
of which songs to do live. 
Especially when you’re doing the 
pop hits tour, that's one thing, 
because that’s what people expect 
and then other times you're 
promoting one particular album, 
so you’ll play most songs from 
that, but I kind of like those tours 
when you can choose whatever 
you like from whatever albums, 
you know, but sometimes the 
customers aren’t happy when you 
do that, so you have to sprinkle a 
few things in there that people are 
familiar with.

DIRECTED by the masterful Steven 
Soderbergh, Contagion is a stylish 
thriller which imagines the panic when 
a deadly new virus threatens to 
become a global epidemic. 

Scott Z Burns’s smart script zigzags 
across the world examining the 
reaction of governments, scientists 
and the public from myriad 
perspectives, unearthing personal 
dramas in the midst of devastating 
global catastrophe. 

Soderbergh shows cool restraint 
throughout, killing off major cast with 
little fanfare as the virus rages. 

Beth Emhoff (Gwyneth Paltrow) 
returns from a business trip in Hong 
Kong with acute flu-like symptoms. 
Her husband Mitch (Matt Damon) 
dutifully nurses her and their son Clark 
(Griffin Kane), who is also feeling 
under the weather. 

Following a seizure, Beth dies and 
within hours, Clark is dead too. 

Mitch is rushed into isolation but 
miraculously seems to be immune to 
the outbreak and is soon allowed to 


return home with his daughter, Jory 
(Anna Jacoby-Heron), who was out of 
town. 

More cases are reported by an 
increasingly hysterical media and Dr 
Ellis Cheever (Laurence Fishburne) 
from the Centre For Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) dispatches one 
of his operatives, Dr Erin Mears (Kate 
Winslet), to the Emhoff house in 
Minneapolis to trace the pathogen. 
Meanwhile, epidemiologist Dr Leonora 
Orantes (Marion Cotillard) from the 
World Health Organisation heads for 
Hong Kong to see if Beth contracted 
the virus there. 

In a secret laboratory, Dr Ally Hextall 
(Jennifer Ehle) and Dr David Eisenberg 
(Demetri Martin) try to grow the virus, 
which seems to be derived from pigs 


and bats, in order to engineer an 
antivirus, with guidance from 
respected academic Dr Ian Sussman 
(Elliott Gould). 

However, conspiracy theorist blogger 
Alan Krumwiede (Jude Law) thwarts 
their efforts by spreading 
misinformation. 

Contagion opens on the second day of 
the outbreak and charts the virus to 
the point when scientists make a vital 
breakthrough. Damon delivers another 
terrific performance while 
Winslet and Ehle are equally 
impressive and Law sports an 
Australian accent as the agent 
provocateur, who cynically believes 
the lethal strain could end the 
recession for pharmaceutical 
companies.

Perking up 
your patio 


W INTER doesn’t 
have to be drab 
and dreary when 
you’ve cleaned out your 
summer pots and put late 
summer bulbs such as 
dahlias into storage. 

There’s still time to plant 
spring bulbs in pots and if you’re 
doing that, the best piece of 
advice is keep it simple. 

Choose one type of bulb for 
each pot and you’re likely to have 
a more eye-catching display than 
if you mix your bulbs, which 
probably won’t all flower at the 
same time. 

But there’s a long time 
between now and spring, so how 
can you provide some colour? 

There are a few bits and pieces 
you can pick up from nurseries 
and garden centres to fill the gap. 

Pink heathers and cyclamen 
can make a pretty autumn 
planting scheme and quite an 
unusual hue from the normal 
burnt oranges, burgundies and 
yellows of autumn. 

Go for the heather Calluna

vulgaris ‘Annemarie’, with pale 
pink buds which deepen as they 
open and are set off by pink- 
flowering Cyclamen 
hederifolium, with its pretty 
marbled leaves to lighten the 
scheme. 

Make the most of all the soft 
amethyst shades, combining 
them with seasonal blue-green 
foliage. 

Ornamental cabbages are in 
season, in a mass of sculptural 
shapes in blues and whites, often 
tinged with purple. 

An ornamental cabbage can 
make a great focal point for any 
hanging basket, perhaps teamed 
with crimson foliage of bugle 


(Ajuga reptans ‘Multicolor’). 

Alternatively, try the pink and 
purple shades of a variety of 
Aster novi-belgii, which is 
compact, bushy and suitable for 
container planting. 

If you have a galvanised 
bucket, the silver will go 
perfectly with the pinks, purples 
and bluey-green foliage shades. 

Other plants which look great 
in silver planters include the 
attractive purple evergreen 
Heuchera ‘Stormy Seas’, along 
with the silver-leaved 
Convolvulus cneorum and pink 
Cyclamen persicum which 
flowers in autumn or early 
spring. 

Container displays can be 
enhanced by berries of different 
colours. Try planting a gaultheria 
- a hardy, evergreen shrub with 
small oval glossy green leaves - 
whose flowers in late spring are 
followed in autumn by clusters of 
bright, round fruits in shades of 
red and pale lilac, white, pink, 
purple or blue, depending on the 
variety. 

Make the most of winter 
foliage by planting up hanging 



baskets with Mexican orange 
blossom (Choisya ternata 
Sundance), with its bright yellow 
leaves, contrasting with the dark 
foliage of Gaultheria 
procumbens, or wintergreen, 
which produces bright red fruit 
which lasts through the winter. 
Other colour can be added with 
violas, lamium and dark-leaved 
ivy. 

Some plants will be interesting 
now but will also flourish in 
other seasons - and if you want 


low maintenance then you could 
always choose a perennial to 
provide year-round interest. 

The compact shrub Skimmia 
japonica ‘Rubella’ has oval¬ 
shaped, red-edged leaves and 
dark-red flower buds which form 
in autumn and winter, then open 
in late winter and early spring. 

A female clone, such as 
Skimmia japonica ‘Rogersii’, 
planted nearby, will form clusters 
of red berries which last until the 
next flush of flowers, while the 


hermaphrodite S. japonica 
‘Reevesiana’, which can be 
planted on its own, produces 
clusters of bright red berries 
through the cooler months. 

Fun autumn colour in pots can 
also be provided by capsicums of 
all kind, planted up in traditional 
terracotta pots. 

Different varieties of red hot 
chilli peppers, mixed with rust 
and orange-coloured pansies can 
make a wonderful display in a 
conservatory.
